or therapeutic action on elevation of blood glucose; 
document 6 discloses the fact that carotene from carrot, a 
plant of the Umbellifera family, acts to induces 
differentiation of precursor adipocytes; document 7 
discloses the fact that Angelica keiskei is rich in 
carotene; and document 8 discloses the fact that celery 
and parsley have an insulin-like action.
